to this from time to tune, with a 
view eventually to converting the 
farm into a beautiful park, that will 
be one of the most attractive spots 
iu the country.

Japanese Fruit Trees. 

Among the many ways of their own 
that the Japanese have for doing Is 
their a/Stan of pruning and training 
fruit trees. The system Is called 
"tana," and consists in training the 
branches overhead on trellis work 
made of bamboo or wire supported on 
wooden posts about five and a half 
feet high. 

Thin offers ud vantages in gathering 
the fruit, and not only serves to pro- 
tect the trees against wind and 
storms, but Is said to increase pro- 
duction. Only very light pruning Is 
done, and that usually In the winter- 
time. This system Is generally adopt- 
ed for pears and vines, less often for 
apples and plums.— Youth's Compan- 
ion. 



Life of the Grapevine. 
There are some who contend that 
the life of |k*) BJ f tJJ SJv l M Is longer 
than thut of the ouk. It is rare that 
a wild grapevine is found that has 
died of old a^e. Pliny mentions a vine 
doo years old. Tlu to is a vine at 
Hampton Court. I.'n^laiiil. planted In 
17$$, while here in America there is a 
wild grapevine* on the shores of Mo- 
bile Pay. within a mile of Daphne, Ala. 
commonly known u » the "General 
Jackson" vlue. more than 6 feet in 
circumference at its base. There Is 
a grapevine In Carp*<nu-rla, Cal., un- 
der which more than eight hundred 
persons may stund. Its trunk Is eight 
feet In diameter at the base and It has 
borne us high as ten tons of fruit. It 
Is said that this vine was planted in 
1842.

The cleaning up of the city under 
the direction of committees of ladies 
from the Civic Improvement League 
was begun yesterday and will be 
continued throughout today. The 
question of public sanitation is at- 
tracting attention all over the coun- 
try and Hopkinsville as a progressive 
city is expected to keep abreast of 
the time*. 

Statistics show that of 1,300,000 
deaths every year six hundred and 
thirty thosand are due to preven- 
tive causes. 

Thirty five thousand are killed by 
typhoid fever. And remember that 
typhoid fever is caused always and 
only by the swallowing of filth in 
food or in water containing typhoid 
germs. Typhoid means dirt; it 
means that the people eat dirt-and 
dirt in its worst form. 

In addition to the thirty -five thous- 
and that die of typhoid in our coun- 
try every year about three hundred 
thousand get typhoid and are cured* 

Remove filth of all kinds from 
your premises and >ou reduce the 
chances of taking typhoid fever and 
other diseases of kindred types.
